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How far have we come—and how far have we 
yet to go? Preparation of Juniata for her second 
century of service is the prime concern of the 
present administration which began its work in 
1968. Five years of steady effort remain for us to 
gain added strength and renewed commitment 
so that in 1976 the College’s Centennial may be 
celebrated with a confident look to the future. 
We want the Juniata of the future to be even 
more auspicious in her usefulness than the Juni- 
ata of the past. Our legacy is rich; let us give 
thanks by adding to that richness. Juniata has 
been relevant for her times; change must be her 
way of life if she is to serve the future according 
to the future’s needs.

Report of the President 


It is appropriate now to make an inventory 
of our efforts at renewal and enrichment. This 
will suggest the direction of change. It will re- 
mind us of steps yet to be taken. Thus we shall 
better determine the focus of our efforts during 
the next five years, 1971-1976. 

Those who know Juniata believe that she 
possesses certain unique characteristics and 
values that should be perpetuated. But perpetu- 
ation without scrutiny and renewal would not be 
worthy of a college seeking to deserve support 
for her second century. Consider the following 
as suggestive in brief form of some of the chief 
elements of Juniata’s heritage: 


[] Liberal learning is the primary goal; for this 
purpose teaching is paramount. 


[] There is earnest concern for the dignity and 
worth of each student and for fulfillment of 
the promise of his or her life. 


[] Present on the campus is pervasive attention 
to human values, with commitment by persons 
and by the college to peace, decency and 
justice in human life. 


[] The college as a community is marked by 
simplicity, by concern for wholeness of life 
and learning, and by dedication to service of 
mankind. 


[| Unequivical and implicit is Juniata’s com- 
mitment to freedom of inquiry and of expres- 
sion, 


[] The College is notable for diligence and excel- 
lence in learning and for seriousness of pur- 
pose on the part of faculty and students. 


Characteristic of today’s Juniata is a new 
openness and a new desire to move into the main- 
stream of American higher education. Since 1968 
we have seen an acceleration of change in keep- 
ing with our desire to be responsive to the un- 
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folding needs of students and to the rapid 
changes of the world to which Juniata is respon- 
sible. The quality of change, as a demonstration 
of the College’s capacity for self-renewal, will 
determine its usefulness and worth for all the 


years to come. 


TRUSTEES 


Leading the way in response to changing con- 
ditions was the Board of Trustees. On May 10, 
1969, after a year of study, totally rewritten by- 
laws were unanimously adopted. Most funda- 
mental was the determination that henceforth 
Juniata College shall be in practice, as well as in 
fact, an independent institution. Secondly, the 
new by-laws provided for functional reorganiza- 
tion of the Board in order that it may accomplish 
more effectively its present and future responsi- 
bilities. Some evidences of renewal by the Board 
of Trustees are the following: 


[] Improved results have been achieved by vari- 
ous committees; a special example is in fi- 
nance and investment where there have been 
excellent results that are in keeping with 
modern thinking about effective endowment 
management. 


[] The Board’s composition has been improved 
with several notable additions. Faculty and 
student involvement in Board affairs has been 
achieved with gratifying results. 


[] Trustees have themselves led the way in fi- 
nancial development by dedicated effort and 
by their own generous giving for endowment, 


for campus development and for current edu- 
cational programs. 


[] The Board has given helpful encouragement 
to educational reform and to other aspects of 
change as the best means of providing the 
quality of educational experience needed by 
Juniata’s students for the 1970’s and beyond. 


ADMINISTRATIVE LEADERSHIP 


The past three years have seen a recogni- 
tion that Juniata will benefit from a broadly 
based program of administrative leadership. The 
president has endeavored to share his leadership 
responsibility with designated officers of adminis- 
tration and with faculty, students, and alumni. 
For this purpose new blood has been infused into 
Juniata’s life in three of the four primary admin- 
istrative areas. 

Dr. Wilfred G. Norris bégan in 1970 his ex- 
cellent work as Dean of the College. Equally 
effective in their respective areas are Foster G. 
Ulrich, Jr., Executive Director of Development, 
who joined us in January, 1970, and Floyd A. 
Roller, Business Manager and Controller, who 
began his work in the summer of 1969. Retained 
from the prior administration because of his ef- 
fectiveness in the student personnel field is Dr. 
Charles W. Schoenherr, Dean of Students. These 
men, with average age below forty, give a new 
vitality to educational advance and provide as- 
surance of continuity of leadership. Significant 
for a college wanting to be more broadly based 
is the fact that of these four men, only one is 
an alumnus. In addition there remain as valued 





servants of the college two men, Harold B. Brum- 
baugh and John T. Fike, who as staff vice-presi- 
dents continue their faithful work in support of 
financial development and of financial manage- 
ment areas respectively. To all of these leaders, 
the president wishes to express personal gratitude 
and commendation. 


FACULTY AND CURRICULUM 

In 1969, the faculty, with significant student 
participation, responded in a most remarkable 
way to the president’s call for educational re- 
form. The Task Force on the Juniata Program 
stimulated a dynamic program of re-examination 
and redesign which culminated in the implemen- 
tation in September, 1971, of a newly conceived 
plan for liberal education. This plan which is con- 
sistent with Juniata’s best traditions places re- 
newed emphasis upon the intellectual and per- 
sonal encounter between teacher and student. It 
provides flexibility in place of rigidity in educa- 
tion; instead of being spoon-fed, students are 
given a large measure of freedom and responsi- 
bility, under faculty guidance, for the planning 
of their own education. In response to rightful 
student concern for lack of meaning in their edu- 
cation, attention is strongly focused upon value- 
centered studies and upon integration of learn- 
ing. Independent studies, both on-and-off-cam- 
pus, are encouraged. 

Under the new program, Juniata seeks to aid 
each student in achieving a solid ground in a 
particular area of study and, in addition, to de- 
velop certain habits of mind which will serve 
him well in every aspect of his life, not just in 


his profession. The new program seeks to rec- 
ognize that to be human is to be reflective, in- 
terpretive, and decision-making. It is further held 
that these habits of mind are capable of being 
cultivated and developed so that a man may 
become more fully human to the benefit of both 
himself and the world in which he lives. The col- 
lege holds to the academic principle of free in- 
quiry and of free access to ideas along with the 
opportunity of the free exercise of critical judg- 
ment. (For full information the reader is referred 
to faculty reports and current catalogs.) 

As the writing of faculty by-laws is proceed- 
ing, the Faculty has reorganized itself on an ex- 
perimental basis. The plan of organization is re- 
sponsive to the need for facilitating the new 
academic program. An integral part of the new 
faculty organization is the provision for partici- 
pation by students, with extensive decision-mak- 
ing responsibility. There is recognition of need 
for a dynamic plan which can lead continuously 
to faculty improvement and to further educa- 
tional reform that is responsive to changing cir- 
cumstances in our society. 


BUDGET 

Confronted with a serious problem in current 
operations for 1968-69, Juniata took steps dur- 
ing the latter half of 1969 to develop a totally 
new budget structure and procedure. Partial im- 
plementation for 1969-70 brought the budget 
nearly into balance for that fiscal year and full 
application of the new plan brought the desired 
balanced budget for 1970-71, During this three- 
year period total expenditures increased by 23% 
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from $3,702,812 for 1968-69 to a projected ex- 
penditure of $4,571,745 in the anticipated bal- 
anced budget for 1971-72. 

The new budget structure is congruent with 
the revised administrative structure. Responsi- 
bility for budget is placed directly upon the per- 
sons who are charged with success and improve- 
ment of educational and student-service pro- 
grams. These persons are involved in budget 
planning so as to attain optimal use of resources 
——finances, facilities, and, above all, personnel. 
Coupled with this are the necessary procedures 
for budgetary controls and for revision according 
to changing conditions. There is widespread rec- 
ognition that the college must live within its 
means while working diligently to enlarge all 
available sources of support. This enlargement 
of resources is not aimed at extensive quantita- 
tive growth. Instead, Juniata intends to invest 
added funds in the advancement of educational 


quality. 


FUND RAISING 


The improved budgetary situation was made 
possible in part by a newly established Annual 
Support Fund. It was necessary to introduce this 
fund in 1969 even though the college was then 


engaged also in a capital funds campaign. Alum- 
ni and other friends of Juniata exceeded goals of 
$115,000 and $125,000 respectively in 1969-70 
and 1970-71, and success is again anticipated in 
achieving a $125,000 goal for 1971-72. The pur- 
pose of this fund is to provide added support for 
faculty salaries and for much needed student aid. 

Juniata is now at mid-stream in a capital 
fund effort—the Margin of Difference—for at 
least $10-million during the period from 1968 
to 1976. In December, 1969, a year ahead of 
schedule, Juniata supporters exceeded the first 
$2.8-million goal with a total accomplishment 
slightly in excess of $3-million. Now well along 
toward completion is Phase |! of the Margin of 
Difference with a $2.5-million objective. In the 
autumn of 1973, Juniata will move into the third 
phase for at least $5-million in preparation for 
the Centennial in 1976. 

Especially noteworthy have been the perfor- 
mances of Juniata’s alumni and trustees in their 
generous support of the college. Total funds 
raised during the past three years were as fol- 
lows: 1968-69, $783,356; 1969-70, $1,580,842; 
and 1970-71, $1,000,078. Equally significant 
has been the increased percentage of alumni 
contributors to the College: 35% in 1968-69; 
40% in 1969-70; and 43% in 1970-71. 





GROWTH IN ASSETS 

A special concern of this administration is the 
substantial increase of the endowment of the 
college. With this, both stability and educa- 
tional quality may be more readily assured. As 
of July 1, 1968, the book value of the endow- 
ment was $2,834,385 and by July 1, 1971, there 
was a 29% increase to a total book value of 
$3,664,710. In addition, the book value for cam- 
pus and facilities increased from $11,571,789 
to $14,902,131 from 1968 to 1971, and miscel- 
laneous assets increased from $1,191,268 to $2,- 
114,403 during the same three-year period. To- 
tal assets as of July 1, 1968, were $15,597,442, 
and there was an increase of 32% to $20,681,- 
244 as of July 1, 1971. 

Significant additions to the plant include Ellis 
Hall—the College Center, a wonderfully fine fa- 
cility for the use of the college community, and 
the East Houses which provide exceptional resi- 
dence facilities for more than 200 students. In 
addition, there has been added the Baker Nature 
Preserve, 170 acres of undeveloped Jand located 
near the main campus. With the demolition of 
three old structures in 1970 and the completion 
at that time of the East Houses, Juniata found 
itself in the very favorable position of having 
85% of its total square footage in structures 
built since 1950, and chiefly since 1960. Special 





credit is due to President Emeritus Calvert N. 
Ellis and all who were associated with him in this 
remarkable development of the college’s physical 
plant. The recognized needs at this time, for a 
student body only slightly larger than the present 
enrollment of 1200, include a new building for 
the humanities and added indoor-recreation fa- 
cilities. 

It is recognized that special attention must 
be given to the development of the library, both 
in service and in learning resource materials. To 
this end the Friends of the Library organization 
has been revived with promising results and the 
library budget has been increased. Additional 
efforts must be made so as to accelerate the |i- 
brary growth, beyond the increase of 11 per cent 
for the three-year period 1968-1971 when the 
holdings of the library grew from 102,802 to 
115,000. 


THE VIEW TO THE FUTURE 


Among the most urgent requirements and op- 
portunities for the next five years are the follow- 
Ing: 

[] Juniata must achieve further growth in as- 
sets, especially endowment, of at least $7- 
million, or an advancement of one-third over 
the present total assets. 


(| The College needs financial capacity in cur- 


rent operations to serve a wider cross-section 
of American society. 


Support should be obtained for special pro- 
grams which will be expressive of the best 
Juniata traditions and responsive to the 
needs of our nation and the world. An urgent 
example is the development of a program for 
peace-keeping which will engage the intellec- 
tual interests and personal commitment of 
students.

The College must endeavor to maintain a dy- 
namic qualitative improvement in its educa- 
tional program while limiting quantitative 
growth. In so doing it will demonstrate that the 
small liberal arts college is viable and has in- 
herent advantages that must be steadfastly 
maintained for our students and our society.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


The College awards each year a number of scholarships to aid stu- 
dents of superior academic attainment towards graduation. A number 
of scholarships have been established by alumni and friends of the 


College through funds contributed for that purpose, 


Alumni Scholarships (1949}, The 
Alumni Fund provides $1,200 for 
scholarships. An award is made an- 
nually to a promising entering stu- 
dent and distributed to the student 
in equal parts over a four year 
period. 


The Jennie C. and Francis Baker 
Scholarship (1946), Children of the 
late Francis Baker and Jennie C. 
Baker of Everett, Pa., are providing 
a scholarship fund, the income of 
which is used to assist worthy young 
people at Juniata College. Prefer- 
ence is given to residents of Bed- 
ford County. 


Professor Jacob H. Brumbaugh 
Scholarship in Chemistry (1937). As 
a memorial to the late Professor 
Jacob H. Brumbough, teacher 1877- 
1924, Principal 1879-1881 and 
1883-1893, Trustee 1884-1934, his 
son, the late Professor Norman J. 
Brumbaugh, established a fund to 
did students majoring in chemistry 
who have completed the preceding 
year’s work with distinction. 


The Norman J, Brumbaugh Chemis- 
try Scholarship (1954). In order to 
honor the memory af the late Pro- 
fessor Norman J, Brumbaugh, his 
former students, together with oth- 
er friends, established a scholarship 
fund of $6,718, the income of 
which is to be used to assist stu- 
dents who are majoring in chemis- 
try. Professor Brumbaugh, a mem- 
ber of the Class of 1906, was Chair- 
man of the Department of Chemis- 
try from 1925 until 1949, 


The Mary Eliza (Steele) Buckley 
Fund (1934), Contributed by the late 
Mrs, Anna T. Fletcher of Washington, 
D. €., in memory of her mother, 
Mary Eliza Steele Buckley, this fund 
provides for a scholarship of $150 
each year to a student selected by 
the President of the College. 


The Philip Cabot Scholarship (1936). 
Through the generosity of the late 
Professor Philip Cabot of Harvard 
University, the College awards an- 
nudlly a scholarship of $50 to a 
graduate of some recognized sec- 
ondary school, whose qualifications 
give promise of superior college 
achievement. 


The Charles J. Cherry Memorial 
Scholarship (1956), A fund of $3,- 
980 established in memory of the 
late Charles J. Cherry, of Lewis- 
town, Pa,, by his widow and son 
provides a scholarship for a student 
from the Middle District of Penn- 
sylvania of the Church of the 
Brethren. 


Cresswell-Shellenberger Scholarship 
Fund (1971). Through a bequest the 
late John £, and Beulah Cresswell 
Shellenberger ‘19 provided over 
$41,000 for endowed scholarships. 
In awarding these scholarships, pref- 
erence is to be given to students ma- 
joring in science, 


The Charles C. Ellis Memorial Schol- 
arships (1951). Established by the 
friends and alumni of Juniata Col- 
lege as a memorial to the late Dr. 
Charles C, Ellis, who had served 
the College as teacher, Vice-Presi- 
dent, President, President Emeritus,

death in 1950. Awarded to students 
who have demonstrated unusual 
competence in scholarship and good 
citizenship. 


The J. Walter Englar Fund (1937). 
By the will of the late J. Walter 
Englar of New Windsor, Md., the 
income from the $26,744 residue 
of his estate is devoted to scholar- 
ships for young people from the 
State of Maryland. Provision is 
made for others to become the 
beneficiaries in case the entire in- 
come is not needed by Maryland 
students. 


The Anna Fisher Scholarships {1953}. 
The income of a fund of $25,000, 
established by the late Miss Anna 
Fisher, of Huntingdon, Pa., is desig- 
nated for the assistance of students 
according to a preferential rating: 
first, to members of the United 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, especially resi- 
dents of Huntingdon or vicinity; 
second, to students who expect to 
engage in religious work; and third, 
other students at the discretion of 
the President of the College. 


Rebecca Shank Funk Scholarship 
(1943). As a memorial to her grand- 
mother, Rebecca Shank Funk, Miss 
Rello Oller ‘20 of Waynesboro, Pa., 
has provided an annual amount of 
$500 as a scholarship for music 
students. 


The Henry R. Gibbel Scholarship 
(1934), Through the generosity of 
the late Mrs. Florence B. Gibbel! of 
Lititz, Pa., Trustee Emerita of Juni- 
ata College, an annual scholarship 
has been provided as a memorial to 
her husband, the late Henry R. Gib- 
bel, for many years a member of 





the Board of Trustees and president 
of the board for two years. 


The S. C. Gnagey Scholarship Fund 
(1965), Vicie Gnagey of Greenville, 
Ohio, widow of the late S. C. Gnag- 
ey ‘05, has contributed $5,000, the 
income from which is to be used as 
a scholarship fund to assist worthy 
young people interested in a Chris- 
tian education, to be selected by 
the President of the College. 


The Ida R. Gray Scholarships (1945), 
The late H. E. D. Gray of Waynes- 
boro, Pa,, provided scholarships to- 
taling $600 in memory of his wife, 
Ida R. Gray. Preference is given to 
young people from Quincy and 
Washington Townships, Franklin 
County, Pennsylvania, 


The W. P. and Ruth C. Harley 
Scholarship (1962). A fund has been 
established by the late William 
Price Harley ‘11, and his wife, Ruth 
Cunningham Harley ‘27, to provide 
financial assistance to worthy stu- 
dents who have completed satisfac- 
torily the first year at the College. 
Preference is given to students pre- 
paring for teaching, the Christian 
ministry, or premedical science. 


The Huntingdon Area High School 
Scholarships. Trustees of the College 
have provided that a scholarship of 
$200 a year for two years shall be 
awarded annually to a member of 
the graduating class of the Hunt- 
ingdon Area High School. The bene- 
ficiary is recommended by the Board 
of Education of Huntingdon. 


The Minna K. Hutchison Memorial 
Scholarship (1960). Fred R. Hutchi- 
son, M.D., of Huntingdon, Pa., has 
established a scholarship fund of 
$12,375 in memory of his wife, The 
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income shal! be given as a scholar- 
ship or scholarships for worthy pre- 
medical students. The scholarship 
shall continue for four years if the 
holder or holders maintain a satis- 
factory academic average, 


The King Science Scholarship (1945). 
This scholarship was established by 
the late Dr. Samuel J, King ’28, and 
his wife, Frances Shelly King ‘29, 
The income is used for students 
with limited financial resources who 
demonstrate excellence in scholar- 
ship, personality, and character. 
Preference is given to students in 
chemistry and premedica! subjects. 
Recipients of these _ scholarships 
hopefully will, when able, add to or 
establish similar funds at the Col- 
lege. 


The Chalender Lee Lesher Scholar- 
Ships (1945). This scholarship was 
established by the late Chalender 
H. and Maude Simpson Lesher, of 
Huntingdon, Pa., in memory of their 
son, Lt. Chalender Lee Lesher, Unit- 
ed States Army Air Corps, a gradu- 
ate of Juniata College of the Class 
of 1939, who gave his life in de- 
fense of our country. The income of 
this fund of $32,656 is used for 
scholorships for worthy Huntingdon 
boys of intellectual ability who par- 
ticipate in athletics. 


The Barbara Ann Linton Scholarship 
(1954). As a memorial to their 
daughter and granddaughter, Bar- 
bara Ann Linton, the parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard W. Linton and 
the grandmothers, the late Mrs. 0. 
R. Myers and the late Mrs, Stewart 
Linton, all of Huntingdon, have con- 
tributed to a fund in excess of $4,- 
000, the income of which is used 
for students majoring in music. 


The Maicolm and Amy Long Minis- 
terial Scholarship Fund (1944). Mr. 
and Mrs. Malcolm A. Long, of Bal- 
timore, Md,, are contributing to a 
fund, the income of which shall be 
used as scholarships for young men 
preparing for the Christian ministry 
in the Church of the Brethren.

Recipients are 
selected by the President of the 
College.

Fund (1965). The scholarship was 
established by residents and busi- 
nesses of the Mount Union Area 
during the Juniata Valley Campaign 
of 1965. The scholarship is to be 
used by one student per year from 
the Mount Union Area High School 
and is awarded to a deserving stu- 
dent who has financial need. 


The Oscar R. Myers Scholarship 
(1945). A scholarship fund of $5,- 
330 has been established by the 
late Mrs. Oscar R. Myers and her 
daughter, Mary Ruth (Myers) Lin- 
ton, in memory of Professor Oscar 
R. Myers, Professor of English at 
Juniata College from 1905 to 1924, 
and Treasurer of the College from 
1924 to 1942. The income is used 
for scholarships for students major- 
ing in English. 


The Jesse R. Oller Scholarship 
(1944). By the will of the late Mrs. 
Ida R. Gray of Waynesboro, Pa., a 
scholarship of $250 is used for the 
education of a boy or girl from 
Waynesboro, Pa. 


Ruth Whitehead Phillips Memorial 
Music Scholarship Fund (1964). A 
scholarship fund was established in 
1964 from the estate of Ear! Phil- 
lips as a memorial to his late wife, 
Ruth Whitehead Phillips. The income 
from this fund of $39,043 is to be 
used primarily for music students. 


The Presser Foundation Music Schol- 
arship (1966), A scholarship of $400 
per year is given by the Presser 
Foundation of Philadelphia, Pa., to 
the outstanding music student as 
designated by the Chairman of the 
Department of Music. 


The Anna Gertrude Price Scholar- 
ship (1960). The heirs of the late 
Edward J. Price, of Johnstown, Pa., 
have contributed $1,568 as a schol- 
arship in memory of his daughter, 
Anna Gertrude Price, of the Class 
of *22. 


H. E. Raffensperger Scholarship 
(1959), Horace E. Raffensperger, of 
Elizabethtown, Pa., has contributed 
$5,500, the income of which is used 
as a scholarship for a student pre- 
paring for Christian education as a 
profession, 


The Harvey B. Rinehart Scholarship 
Fund (1962). Income from this fund 
of $9,000 is used to assist students 
in acquiring an education at Juni- 
ata College. Preference is given to 
members of the Church of the 
Brethren of Waynesboro, Pa. 


The John T. Ryan Memorial Schol- 
arship (1950). As a memorial to his
